WASHINGTON — Bosnian 
Muslims and Croats agreed Tuesday 
on the framework for establishment of 


a federation that could move Bosnia a. 


significant step closer to peace. 

Brokered by the United States, the 
agreement would bring together two 
of the three parties in a bloody. two- 
year ethnic conflict that has cost the 
lives of more than 200,000 people. 

Missing from the equation are the 
Bosnian Serbs who have gained mili- 
tary control of 70 percent of the for- 
mer Yugoslav republic. 

However, in another promising step, 
Serb leader Radovan Karadzic 
announced in Moscow an agreement 
to open the airfield at Tuzla in Bosnia 
and said the first relief plane’ to the 
city would be: Russian. The Serbs are 
under threat of NATO air strikes if 
they refuse to allow opening of the 
airport by next Monday. 

At the White House, Clinton bade 
farewell to British Prime Minister 
John Major, and the two leaders told a 
brief news conference that they 
planned to work together “for a reso- 
lution of the crisis” in Bosnia. 

Major said the United States and 
Britain would send a “joint civil plan- 
ning mission” to Sarajevo, presum- 
ably to help put the city back together 
now that “the cease-fire there is hold- 
ing.” 

At the start of a meeting with Vice

President Al Gore, Granic commented 
on the Muslim-Croat negotiations and 
said a preliminary agreement could be 
signed by the end of the day. 

Granic and Bosnian Prime Minister 
Haris Silajdzic, a Muslim, have been 
negotiating in Washington over the 
past three days. é 

Throughout the discussions in the 
U.S. capital, Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher and other admin- 
istration officials steered clear of 
sounding overly optimistic. 

Christopher said he did not want “to 
get into the optimism-pessimism busi- 
ness.” 

Even as Granic was predicting an 
agreement, a senior administration 
official cautioned that issues 


' remained to be resolved. 


Granic did not discuss the details of 
the possible accord other than to say it 
would lead to a federation .between 
the two parties who would then have 
close ties with Croatia. 

Late last week, the Clinton adminis- 
tration unveiled a proposal for uniting 
Bosnian Muslims and Croats into an 
entity. The next step would be an 


- attempt to link that federation with a 


Serbian entity and form a-country 
comprising two republics. 

The Muslim-Croat entity also would 
establish close economic ties and 
open borders with Croatia.

Utah ranked 9th for

Utah boasts two of the nation’s most 
frugal legislators, reported leaders of 
a deficit reduction. movement 
Tuesday in Washington. 

Former senators Paul Tsongas and 
Warren Rudman.of the Concord 
Coalition, a government spending 
watchdog: organization, released their 
annual national scorecard which rated 
Democratic Rep. Bill Orton and 
Republican Sen. Bob Bennett as two 
of the least spendthrift politicians in 
the country. © 

“With all of. Utah’s congressional 
delegates claiming to be fiscal conser- 
vatives, it’s enlightening to see a non- 
partisan evaluation of voting records 
which replaces rhetoric with reality,” 
said Tom Rogan, Utah coordinator of 
the Concord Coalition. 

The ratings, entitled “Tough 
Choices: Who made them ... and who 
didn’t,” were based on the voting 
record of each member of Congress. 
Key votes studied in the survey were 
the gasoline, social security and 
income tax increases. The ratings also 
included votes on flood relief, nation- 
al service programs, the space station 
and use of the superconducting super- 
collider. Members of Congress who 
voted for measures that would 
increase revenue and. decrease the 
deficit scored high on the evaluation. 

Orton made “fiscally responsible” 
votes 91 percent of the time, while 
Bennett scored 78 percent, the 
Concord Coalition reported. 

Orton said the honor is evidence of 
his agenda in the House. 

“One of the principle reasons I came 
to Congress was to work to bring

down our budget deficit,” Orton said. 
“This will continue to be my top pri- 
ority.” 

Other Utah legislators did not fare 
as well. Republican Sen. Orrin Hatch 
and Democratic Rep. Karen Shepherd 
scored 48 and 39 percent, respective- 
ly. 
Shepherd said the scorecard was not 
a complete representation. “Their list 
is not comprehensive,” Shepherd said. 
“T have supported and even sponsored 
a number of other spending cuts 
which are not on their list.” 

‘Hatch’s office was equally critical 
of the study. 

“The poll really isn’t that valid,” 
said Paul Smith, Hatch’s press secre- 
tary. “They took 20 votes — from 
their own choosing — from 500 that 
are cast every year. We don’t think 
the poll is accurate.” 

Overall, the Utah delegation ranked 
ninth in the nation.

Israeli peace concessions grow after massacre 


HEBRON, Occupied West Bank — Israel released more than 500 Palestinian 
prisoners Tuesday to coax the PLO back to peace talks suspended after the 
Hebron mosque massacre of 50 men and boys, and said another 500 will be 
freed by the weekend. 

Samir Ghosheh, a member of the PLO’s ruling Executive Committee, called 
it “cosmetic surgery’ to dampen the violence that has swept the occupied terri- 
tories and parts of Israel, claiming 64 lives and wounding about 400 more by 
AP count. 

The PLO won’t resume peace talks with Israel unless “certain guarantees are 
provided” to protect Palestinians living under occupation, Ghosheh said. 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin has offered to strengthen a Palestinian police . 


force being deployed under the Sept. 13 PLO-Israeli peace accord in what will 
be self-rule areas in Gaza and the West Bank town of Jericho. He would allow 
international observers into the territories for the first time since 1967 Mideast 
War, to supervise Israel’s military withdrawal from Gaza and Jericho. 

Israel also would disarm settlers in those areas. 

The PLO wants an armed multinational protection force in the occupied lands. 


Accused spy denied bail as case goes to court 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. — Accused spy Aldrich H. Ames’ Soviet handlers told 
him in 1989 he had earned $2.7 million for his CIA secrets, then dangled the 
promise of a “beautiful piece of land” in Russia as further payoff, a government 
witness said Tuesday. 

A federal magistrate ruled there was sufficient evidence to send the case to a 
grand jury. He ordered Ames and his wife held without bail. 

FBI Special Agent Leslie G. Wiser Jr., said the alleged payoff was “at least 
twice as much as was paid to any other spy or spy network that I know of.” 

The Ameses were charged last Tuesday with conspiracy to commit espionage. 
They are accused of selling secrets to the Soviet Union and then Russia for 
eight years. 

If convicted they could face a maximum penalty of life in prison. 


Economy strengthens, revives inflation fear 


WASHINGTON “— The economy showed more strength in the last three 
months of 1993 than it has in nearly 10 years, helping to renew inflation jitters 
that the Clinton administration tried to calm. 

The Gross Domestic Product rose at a torrid 7.5 percent rate during the final 
quarter last year, the Commerce Department reported Tuesday as it revised its 
own 5.9 percent estimate of a month ago. 

The recent slide in stock prices accelerated with the news. The Dow Jones 
industrial average had lost nearly 42 points by midafternoon. 

The government’s latest measure of the nation’s total output of goods and ser- 


vices easily exceeded the projection of most economists and was the’best per- - 


formance since a 7.9 percent advance in the first three months of 1984. 
“The economy looks terrific, maybe too good,” said Allen Sinai, economist 
with Lehman Brothers in New York City. ; 


Gun-purchase checks turn up four felons 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s new system for making computerized crimi- 
nal background checks on handgun purchases handled more than 60 toll-free 
telephone calls on its first day of operation. 

The Monday calls, which turned up four people with felony records trying to 
buy guns, coincided with the implementation of the federal Brady Law. 

That law requires a five-day waiting period on handgun purchases to allow 
time for background checks in the many states that do not already have gun- 
permit or instant-check systems. Opponents call it an infringement of their 
rights; gun-control advocates demand even.tighter restrictions. 

The inquiries in Utah were from gun dealers who dialed the new number for 
making background checks: (800) 500-GUNS. 

Those four felons were not allowed to purchase guns, said K.D. Simpson, 
technical services director for the state Department of Public Safety.

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U.S. attack on Serb planes 
was justified and needed 
to further peace in Bosnia 


It is about time NATO and the United States fulfilled their promise to 
enforce the no-fly zone and other peace-keeping measures in Bosnia. 

After U.S. jets twice ordered six Serb attack planes — evidently return- 
ing from bombing Muslims in central Bosnia— to “land or be engaged,” 
American pilots fired on four of the planes, blowing them out of the air. 

It was the first time anyone from the United States has kept a promise to 
use force against participants in the war, and it is another needed step to 
ending the war. 

Hopefully, the Serbs and their enemies have learned “you ought not to 
violate the no-fly zone,’ as. stated by U.S. Adm Jerry M. Boorda, the 
NATO commander for Southern Europe. Boorda.said NATO would not 
hesitate to fire on other violators, and it shouldn’t. 

Most of the 1,000 recorded violations in treaties and agreements have 
been by the Bosnian Serbs, who have much more air power than their 
enemies. The Serbs need to learn that NATO and the world will not toler- 
ate such violations. ' : : 

For almost two yearg, arguments have been flying back and forth about 
whether or not outside force would help end the war. Only time will tell 
for sure, but already: Bosnian Serb military leaders have acted with 
restraint and hinted at disarray among rebel forces. Until Monday, these 
aggressive rebels had not had to deal seriously with Western forces.

Where will my beloved BYU Cougars end up 
after all the pieces of college athletics are put 
back together? As it stands now, BYU will be 
left out in the cold of the Rocky Mountains. The 
athletic administration must understand how 
important it is that we take the initiative and 
pursue admittance to the new Big 12 conference 
before it is too late. We cannot sit back with a 
“wait and see’ attitude, we must tell the Big 12 
we want to be included in the new super-confer- 
ence. 

If we want to continue to have a strong,

— we must move now! For years the WAC has 
been known to the national media as the Weak 
Athletic Conference, and after the 1995 football 
season it will become the Weaker Athletic con- 
ference.

To the Editor: 
Your editorial on Feb. 23 (“Clinton misses the 
majority taking callers”) struck me as one-sided, 
self-serving and wide of the mark. I agree that 
callers on Larry King Live or on other talk 
shows may not reflect the majority, but such 
shows do represent one of several means for the 
President and other political leaders to commu- 
nicate with grass-roots Americans. Moreover, 
while talk shows usually feature only a few out- 
spoken callers, they do allow the President to 
communicate his views to a broad audience. I 
doubt, however, with all his other sources of 
information—letters, phone calls, polls,. strategi- 
cally placed observers—that he mistakes these 
callers for the whole of America. Hopefully, 
other more effective direct ways, such as the 
increased use of E-Mail and more comprehen-

sive and accurate polls, will emerge which make 
these kinds of communication more possible 
and effective. In any case, all governments need 
to exploit the increasingly wide variety of 
means of hearing from and communicating with 
all of their constituents. 

What the print and electronic media practition- 
ers and moguls do not seem to get is that many 
Americans, voters and politicians alike, are sick 
and tired of having their views filtered through a 
biased, arrogant and self-aggrandizing media. 
Many of us have lost confidence in a press riven 
with its own self-importance, deluded with its 
supposed objectivity and practicing a sneering 
cynicism toward such attitudes as a healthy 
patriotism and an appreciation for religious and 
family values. In addition, the media often arti- 
ficially promotes controversy over striving for 
balance and fairness. They continue to stroke 
themselves as “watchdogs” over public offi- 
cials—and everyone else—but may, in fact, be 
in need of watching themselves. The popular 
respect for them may be lower than ever for 
politicians. Perhaps that’s a poll which could be 
done—and quoted. Moreover, since many in the 
media are now receiving salaries comparable to 
many mindless celebrities, they probably ought 
to be subject to the same minute scrutiny— 
morals, motives, values—they love to subject 
others to. 

Lest these comments be dismissed as a viscer- 
al diatribe, consider the following observations 
from PBS’s Jim Lehrer’s commencement 
speech at Williams College and quoted in our 
colleague, John Hughes’, February 17, 1994 
column in the Christian Science Monitor. “‘Go 
with me,” Lehrer asks, “to most places where 
journalism is practiced and consumed these 
days. Have you every seen, heard, read or 
inhaled such snide arrogance in your life? It per- 
meates the tone of the questions (Amen!) and 
the commentary.... There is a stench of con- 
tempt in the approach of the words, in the sneer, 
in the body language, and the message is there 
for all to see.’”” Can this problem be more accu- 
rately described? 

Hughes’ answer is a national news council, but 
this strikes me like putting a.Band-Aid on a can- 
cer; the cure must be more fundamental and 
long-term. What is needed is a new: generation’ 
of journalists with old-fashioned values and who 
practice their craft in the old-fashioned way: 
taking the focus off themselves; reporting the 
news with completeness and respect for points 
of view which they do not agree with or under- 
stand; admitting their biases and not ridiculously 
claiming to be the only ones in society who are 
objective; striving for honesty and balance in 


their reports and opinions; having a reasonably - 


positive view of humanity and even politicians 
in a democracy; accepting criticism and not.just 
giving it. Perhaps, when this happens, more citi- 
zens will again want to read the newspapers, can 
do so with more confidence and less distrust: 
Then, a democratic society can really benefit 
from a free press.

Brown and Ponnefz said some guer- 
rilla groups are financed by involve- 
ment in drug trafficking, whether they 
participate directly or offer protection 
for money. ; 

Other groups have formed to terror- 
ize friends of drug traffickers. They 
refer to themselves using names like 
“Death to Protectors of the Cali 
Cartel,” a group that has claimed 
responsibility for the recent death of a 
senator. 

Before cocaine became a big prob- 
lem, a group called M-19 waged a 
decadelong war against the govern- 
ment, Brown said. The guerrilla 
attacks came out of a period called 
“La Violencia”’, a period of civil war 
following the murder of a populist 
leader. 

M-19 has since disbanded, Brown 
said. Some members have moved into 
mainstream government, while. others 
are members of offshoot groups. still 
conducting warfare. 

Ponnefz said many guerrilla groups 


have joined the government. One 


group, “Hope, Peace and Liberty”, 
represents guerrillas who laid down 
their guns three years ago in a peace 
movement. 

Ponnefz said the violence comes 
from people who are suffering from 
the poor distribution of the country’s 
wealth. 

’ He said the guerrilla groups claim to 
be able to find solutions the govern-

“The stress in other Latin American 
countries would probably have ended 
in dictatorial governments,” he said. 

The ideology of the Colombian gov- 
ernment should be the roots of a good 
relationship with the United States, 
but there are tensions. ; 

Ponnefz said Colombians blame the 
United States for luring Panama 
away. 

Brown: said Panama used to be a 
part of Colombia, but when the 
groundwork for building the Panama 
Canal was laid, Panama was encour- 
aged to rebel. 

In return, the United States would 
recognize Panama:and protect them 
from Colombia. 

Brown said the distrust also comes 
from U.S. “heavy-handedness in deal-

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Certificates will help nature lovers preserve wildlife

The Division of Wildlife Resources 
is seeking public comment on a plan 
to involve wilderness lovers, other 
than hunters, in wildlife preservation. 

Wildlife Heritage Certificates, part 
of a program created by the Utah 
Legislature last year to include non- 
hunters in efforts to preserve wildlife, 
will be available from the DWR after 
the public comment period has ended, 
said John Neuhold, chairman of the 
committee overseeing creation of the 
certificate. 

The committee, called the Heritage 
License Committee, has held three 
public meetings on the subject to date, 
all of them in Salt Lake City, Neuhold 
said. 

The fourth and final meeting will be 
held in the southeastern portion of the 
¥ state in early April. 

“Basically, we are looking at non- 


consumptive use of wildlife and try- 
ing to work it out so that the average 
citizen can look at wildlife,” he said. 

The eagle watch currently under 
way in Utah and the. crane watch to be 
held next fall in Cache County are 
examples of the types of programs 
that will be supported by the Wildlife 
Heritage Certificates, Neuhold said. 

Laura Milton, a spokeswoman for 
the DWR, said the certificates provide 
“a way for the non-consumptive users 
to contribute to wildlife manage- 
ment.” 

Although money from the certifi- 
cates will be collected through the 
DWR, Neuhold said he hopes the 
committee will receive its own 
account. ; 

“The monies we collect will be in a 
restrictive account — we hope,” he 
said. 

The DWR seeks support from out- 
side the hunting community because 
the DWR budget is almost entirely 


supported by sportsmen, Neuhold 
said. 

Bruce Giunta, regional game man- 
ager for the DWR, estimated that 98.5 
percent of the DWR’s budget is 
dependent upon sportsmen. Hunters 
and other sportsmen are assessed 
license fees and federal excise fees on 
their wildlife-related activities, Giunta 
said. 

Wildlife Heritage Certificates pro- 
vide an opportunity for wildlife lovers 
who are not hunters to contribute to 
wildlife preservation, Neuhold said. 

Although the certificates have nei- 
ther been approved by the Wilderness 
Board nor actually created, those 
wishing to contribute to the fund can 
donate through the DWR, Neuhold 
said. 

Neuhold said the committee plans to 
sell the certificates for $15 for adults 
and $5 for children. 

Neuhold expects the certificates to 
be available before the end of May. 
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1981, after his retirement at San 
Diego State University. 

He came to BYU primarily because 
his daughter and her husband. had 
graduated from BYU in 1969. 

“Because the school subsidizes a 
great deal of every students’ educa- 
tion, LDS or not, I decided to offer 
my services to help pay for theirs,” he 
said. 

Helping non-LDS students adjust to 
the religious culture on campus is an 
area the Department of Religion seeks 
to address, said Dennis Largey, asso- 
ciate professor of ancient scripture. 

Introduction to Mormonism (Rel C 
100) is offered to help integrate stu- 
dents into that culture, and prepare 
them for future scripture classes, said 
Largey, who teaches the class. 

Janeth Caizalitin, a non-LDS fresh- 
man from Latacunga, Ecuador, major- 
ing in humanities, is currently taking 
the class. 

“It is very interesting,” she said. “I 
like to learn of religion.” 

Caizalitin, who runs cross-country 


for BYU, said she enjoys the tranquil- . 


ity and friendliness of the people at 
BYU. She also appreciates the oppor- 
tunity to pursue both athletic and aca- 
demic goals, something not common 
in Ecuador. 

“Here I can study and practice at the 
same time,” she said. 

Lopez said that having attended a 
Baptist private school from kinder- 
garten to seventh grade, taking reli- 
gion classes was not new for her. 

When she came to BYU she did 


expect’ to be a minority in her faith, . 


but was not prepared for how “reli- 
gious” people are. 

“It is part. of. their entire life,” she 
said. 

Becoming familiar with the reli- 
gious terms was a time-consuming 
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task, she said. The professors assume 
that everyone knows them, even in 
general, non-religion classes. 

Her American Heritage professor, 
for example, required his class to 
describe how missionary rules illus- 
trate the usefulness of rules as an aid 
to structure. 

“It’s a little frustrating to have to _go 
out of my way to ask people what the 
rules are, or what the words mean.” 

Lopez said when she makes a point 
to tell her professors that she is not 
LDS, they are more helpful. 

Wilson said at first the “catch 
terms” caught him off guard as well. 

He and his roommate at Deseret 
Towers discovered what “fast” 
Sunday meant on an early September 
Sunday morning. 

“When we woke up the floor was 
dead quiet; no one was around, so we 
just went down to eat,” he said. “We 
were so mad that we didn’t know the 
cafeteria would be closed. We ended 
up walking down to Subway.” 

Frank Lin, a non-LDS third-year 
law student from Los Angeles, Calif., 
transferred to BYU from Berkeley. 
He said while the law program is 
what he wants, he feels Honor Code 
requirements restrict students’ ability 
to express individuality. 

He said he is frustrated with univer- 
sity standards that make his decisions 
for him. 

“They decide for me what-I can do 
in my own house,” Lin said. “Closing 
the library on Sundays, for example, 
is also limiting.” 

Some faculty members who are not 
LDS said the adjustment was not as 
difficult as they thought it might be. 

Branstetter said he enjoys being on a 
well-maintained campus where stan- 
dards are high among the academic 
community, especially in comparison 
with his former place of employment, 
where professors would sometimes 
smoke in the classroom. 

Jean-Francois Van Huele, a non-- 


LDS assistant professor of physics 
and astronomy, originally from 
Belgium, has taught at BYU for five 
years. He said he has found the quali- 
ty of students to be higher at BYU 
than at Oakland University in 
Michigan, where he previously 
taught. 

Van Huele said adjusting to being a 
minority in a predominantly LDS 
environment can be done. 

“Tt doesn’t stop me from having in- 
depth interactions within the depart- 
ment, with students or the communi- 
ty,” he said. 

Hughes feels at home at BYU. | 

It is unrealistic for students and fac- 
ulty who are not LDS not to embrace 


the standards and principles here, he 


said. 
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
